Total trade of Canada’ during 
Aprfl, 1926, amounted to $127,968,- 
121, as against -$119,014,028 in the 
same month last year and $109,064,- 
055 in April, 1924. Of the total 67,- 
801,253 was for imports and $60,- 
166,868 for exports. 


Immigration figures for the first 
three months of the current year 
show an increase of 103 per cent. 
over similar period for last year. 
Total number of immigrants enter- 
ing country was 21,949 for 1926, as 
against 10,792 for 1925. 


Production of manufactured non- 
metallic mineral products in Canada 
in 1925 reached a value of $115,587,- 
816, an increase of almost 45 million 
dollars over 1924 and the highest 
since 1920 for this group of indus- 
tries. The operating plants in these 
industries in 1925 represent an in- 
vested capital of 159 million dollars. 


Remarkable expansion of the 
cream export industry of the prov- 
ince of Quebec is disclosed by fig- 
ures of the Dominion Express Com- 
pany furnished recently. In May 
three to four carloads, or about 614,- 
400 pounds of cream were going 
every week, while in June an aver- 
age of a carload a day, 153,600 
pounds, was predicted. 


Tomatoes weighing over 22,600 
pounds travelled across Canada by 
Dominion Express recently, consti- 
tuting fhe largest load af hothouse 
tomatoes ever shipped out of Britieh 
Columbia. Handled in a single ex- 
press car, the shipment was the pro- 
duct of the Victoria Hot-House As- 
sociation, which represents the ma- 
jority of the tomato growers on 
Vancouver Island. 

E. W. Beatty, Chairman and 
President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, left recently for England 
and the continent, for a trip which 
is to last several weeks.

The charge is sometimes made 
that the U. F A. Government is an 
organization for the benefit of one 
particular class.

grounds, In a social way it has done 
much to improve the living condition: 
of the people on the land, welcominy 
the new comers, and holding frequen! 
meetings at which subjects of mutual 
interest are discussed, 

In an economic way it has fought 
for even justice to all, for the re- 
moval of discriminatory tariffs, ex- 
cess freight rates, grain shipping re- 
strictions, and other obstacles to the 
economic welfare of the produced on 
the land. Its organization has been 
used to promote the great co-opera. 
tive enterprises which have come into 
being in Alberta during the past 
three years. 

Feeling that the party system ‘of 
government has out lived its useful- 
ness, and had proved incapable of 
grappling with conaplicated social anc 
economic problems of the newer civil- 
idation, it entered the political fielc 
shortly after the war, and was suc. 
cessful in the Federal election of 192° 
in ousting the party candidates, anc 
in the provincial election of the sam: 
year electing the majority of thc 
members of the Assembly.

stituency has supported, The pres- 
ent government has made it adminis- 
trative appointments without regard 
to politics and has thus had a larger 
‘field to choose from. The publi: 
works undertaken have been allocated 
without regard to the political com- 
plexion of constituencies, 

The constituency organizations 
which elect or endeavor to elect part) 
candidates, only function actively’ 
at election times, Their organiza- 
tion is promoted by leaders of the 
parties. In normal times they are 
not engaged in constructive work 
The U. F. A. locals, on the contrary 
are in being continuously, and in o 
position to assist the represetatives. 
_The U. F. A, system is not by any 
means perfect, but it is a long step 
in advance of the party system. As 
the membership of the U. F. A. en 
larges, and urban constituencies elect 
candidates on a non-party basis, th« 
Provincial Assembly will comform 
more to the idea of a place fo 
the conduct of business, not for thi 
advertisement of opposing politica’ 
parties, who after all, are only sub 
sidiary to the main organizations ir 
Ottawa, Alberta’s needs in Provin- 
ial affairs can best be served by mer 
who are responsible to organization: 
of Albertans, not to leaders of thc 
parties whose activities are directec 
from Ottawa,

| Winnipeg.—Although saying that 
the privy council had generally dis- 
charged its high and difficult duties 
with ability, knowledge, skill, impar- 
dlality and rectitude, J. B. Coyne, K.C., 
in an address at the gathering of the 
members of the Manitoba Bar Assp- 
clation declared the time had 
come when Canada should follow in the 
footsteps of Australia and South 
Africa, abolish all appeal to that tri- 
bunal, and make the Supreme Court 
of Canada the last resort for Canadian 
litigants. He stressed the need of 
knowledge of climatic, social and busi- 
hess conditions on the part of the

Vote Out the Party System 


What caused the organized farmers to enter the political field, and with the 
consent of the electorate, to take over the reins of- government in Alberta 
five years ago? Principally, the cynica) disregard of the needs of Western 
Canada’s greatest industry by party prliticians, and the failure of the-party 
government formerly in power to provide clean and efficient admdinistration. 

‘Every other business and industry in Alberta is organized, and uses all 
the political pressure it can bring’to b-ar to have its wishes passed. into law. 
During the last session of the Alber.a Legislature, deputations represent- 
ing organizations of manufacturers, labor unions, doctors, lawyers, dentists, 
livestock dealers, etc., put their views before the nembers of the house. This 
is 1ight and proper, but why are the farmers denounced for organizing for 
the purpose of securing representation inthe House? The reason is that the 
U, F. A. interferes with the working of the party system. 

Alberta is primarily an agricultural province. Legislative action is requir- 
ed to secure lower freight rates, encourage eflicient marketing, build better 
roads, and generally secure the welfare and prosperity of the farming com- 
munity. 

The party system would not be alive-today but for the nucleus of city poli- 
ticfans who revive it at every election. Hundreds of city orators are speaking 
in every part of Alberta during this election, endeavoring to divide the farmers 
into opposing groups. The overturesmade for a business government, with 
city representatives co-operating with rural members on non-party lines, have 


keen rejected, except by labor. 


Party System Inefficient 
The party system has proved inefficient in administration as compared with 


the co-operative system.
